PAR IS, July 18.— (10:35 a. rn.)— The second phase of the new German 
drive in the Champagne region began today when the Allies again passed 
from the aggressive to the defensive, according to the latest battle-front dis­ 
patches. 
The enemy is directing his heaviest blows eastward toward the forest 
of the Mountain of Rheims, which he expects to penetrate through the mid­ 
dle and reach the main Rheims-Epernay highway, splitting the forest on a 
north and south line today. 
Moderate estimates of the casualties inflicted by the Americans and 
French in the Marne fighting during the first two days placed them at 60,000.

Yesterday tile G erm ans began throw ­ 
ing in their reserves, which had been 
massed in the rear. These were ori­ 
ginally intended’ to be used only in 
developing any great initial success. 
The fact thai they are being thrown 
into tile combat now Is another indica­ 
tion that the Germans are hard hit. 
French and American ham m er blows 
have crashed into the enemy lines at 
every point since the drive began.

The Register has pointed out the importance of 
the August primaries in respect to the wet and dry 
question and, more emphatically, perhaps, in respect 
to the danger of losing the ground gained by the 
state since it shook itself free of the grip of the 
Southern Pacific's political agents.

Bud Flivver’s Observations 


To give Russia armed help, it may be neces­ 
sary to fight tile Bolsheviks The latter threaten to 
join the Germans the moment an armed non-Ger­ 
man force sets foot in Russia without their consent. 
Lenine and Trotzky could hardly benefit Ger 
many more by a straight-out alliance than they are 
doing already through secret and hypocritical sur­ 
render. It might be a good thing to drive them into 
the open, showing them up for what they are, and 
inviting a test of their power and authority. 
Bolshevik authority is apparently mostly a bluff. 
The Reds have lost all control of Siberia. They have 
lost the Ukraine, the richest of the Russian prov­ 
inces. 
The peoples of the Murman coast hav£ set 
up separate republics. The Cossacks refuse allegiance. 
The Volga and Caucasus regions are full of revolt. 
Germany holds the Baltic provinces and Poland 
Finland is fighting the Reds, and may soon be fight­ 
ing the Germans. The Bolsheviki have a few large 
cities, in which they are confessedly a minority, exer­ 
cising a precarious control. 
The entire area they 
dominate is relatively small. 
If the Germans do not upset them, the Russians 
Will. Lenine’s power may crumble more easily than 
Kerensky’s did. He and Kaiser Wilhelm are equally 
hated by the mass of the Russian people. 
Let them 
unite, and see what happens. 


GERMAN “ORDER” 


Esthonia, one of Russia’s Baltic provinces, which, 
according to Berlin statements, “welcomed’’ G er­ 
man intervention, seems to be having a hard time of 
it. Representatives of the Esthonian diet announce 
that German troops, coming in after Esthonian 
troops had already established order, proceeded to 
establish more order as follows; 
They suspended the government which Germany 
had agreed to recognize, disarmed the native troops, 
removed tile local officials in the towns and country
